Several  years  of  planning  and  development 
culminated  on  April  17,  1997  with  the  Minister  of 
Education  approving  the  CTS  programs  of  study. 

“I,  Gary  G.  Mar,  Minister  of  Education  for  the 
Province  of  Alberta,  do  hereby  approve  for  use 
in  Alberta  schools,  under  section  25  (10) (a)  of 
the  School  Act,  the  attached  program  of  studies 
for  Career  and  Technology  Studies  in  English 
and  French.  The  date  of  implementation  will  be 
September  1,  1997  for  grades  7 to  12.  This 
program  replaces  all  business  education,  home 
economics,  and  industrial  arts  and  vocational 
education  courses  as  of  September  1997.” 

Ministerial  approval  means  full  provincial 
implementation  of  CTS  in  junior  and  senior  high 
schools  effective  September  1997. 

An  extensive  network  of  teachers, 
administrators  and  business,  professional  and 
post-secondary  representatives  partnered  in  the 
development  of  CTS  curricula.  Individual 
modules  have  been  available  for  optional  use 
since  1992.  The  program  has  attracted  national 
and  international  interest  as  a way  of  providing 
relevant  and  accessible  career  education  to 
students. 

Curriculum  Structure 

The  CTS  curriculum  expands  upon  and 
replaces  the  existing  business  education,  home 
economics  and  industrial  arts  courses  in  junior 
and  senior  high  school.  There  are  22  career- 

area  strands.

Diploma  examinations  program 

This  year,  for  the  first  time,  students  were  able 
to  write  diploma  examinations  in  November  and 
April,  in  addition  to  the  usual  times  of  January, 
June  and  August.  Examinations  in  two  courses 
were  offered  in  November  and  in  two  different 
courses  in  April. 

These  additional  examination  administrations 
are  designed  to  help  accommodate  students 
and  to  support  schools  in  organizing  instruction 
in  a variety  of  different  ways.  In  the  coming 
school  year,  1997-1998,  three  more  diploma 
examinations  will  be  offered  in  November  and 
two  more  in  April.  Diploma  examinations  will  be 
available  in  English  30,  English  33,  Chemistry 
30,  Mathematics  30  and  Mathematics  33  for  the 


November  1997  administration,  while  Social 
Studies  30,  Social  Studies  33,  Physics  30  and 
Biology  30  will  be  available  for  the  April  1 998 
administration.  The  November  and  April 
examinations  will  be  available  only  to  students 
who  have  final  school  marks  in  the  courses  and 
to  individuals  having  mature  student  status. 

This  pattern  of  five  examinations  in  November 
and  four  in  April  will  continue  in  subsequent 
years.  Examination  schedules  and  other 
information  about  the  November  and  April 
examinations  are  available  in  your  school  and 
will  be  included  in  the  General  Information 
Bulletin,  Diploma  Examinations  Program, 
1997-98  School  Year.  The  bulletin  is  provided 
to  all  high  schools  in  the  early  fall.

Program  of  Studies 

The  new  senior  high  program  of  studies  has  five 
levels  of  proficiency.  Each  of  the  levels  has  its 
own  course  code,  which  becomes  effective  in  the 
1 997-1 998  school  year:  Level  1,  ESL11 20;

INDICATORS  PROGRAM  (SAIP) 

Results  of  Science  Assessment 

Results  of  the  Canada-wide  SAIP  assessment 
in  science  were  released  in  January  1997. 
Alberta’s  results  were  the  highest  among 
provinces  and  territories  in  the  country. 

Approximately  2200  Alberta  students,  aged  13 
and  16,  participated  in  this  assessment,  which 
was  administered  in  April  1 996.  A paper  and 
pencil  component  and  a hands-on  component 
were  included  in  the  assessment.  Results  were 
reported  in  relation  to  five  levels.  Students  aged 
13,  generally  in  Grade  7 or  Grade  8,  were 
expected  to  achieve  at  level  2 or  better,  and 
students  aged  16  at  level  3 or  better. 
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This  assessment  was  the  third  of  a series 
developed  by  the  Council  of  Ministers  of 
Education,  Canada  (CMEC).  The  mathematics 
assessment  was  administered  in  1993,  and  the 
language  arts  assessment  was  administered  in 
1994.  The  second  round  of  the  mathematics 
assessment  was  scheduled  for  this  spring,  and 
will  be  followed  in  1998  and  1999  by  language 
arts  and  science  respectively.  Alberta’s 
participation  in  national  and  international 
assessments  provides  valuable  information  to 
complement  the  provincial  assessments  and  to 
help  indicate  the  adequacy  of  Alberta’s 
standards  in  these  core  academic  areas.
